Lack of Unity 



Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 2, 9, 18, 19, 20, and 24-26, drawn to proteases that act on brain APP. 

Group II, claim(s) 3-7 and 10, drawn to polynucleotide sequences encoding proteases that 
act on brain APP. 

Group III, claim(s) 8, 30, and 31, drawn to antibodies against proteases that act on brain 



Group IV, claim(s) 11, drawn to methods for screening for a compound that binds to 
proteases that act on brain APP. 

Group V, claim(s) 12, 13, and 21-23, drawn to a compound that binds to proteases that 
act on brain APP. 

Group VI, claim(s), 14 and 15, drawn to methods for screening for compounds that 
regulate the activity of proteases that act on brain APP. 

Group VII, claim(s) 1 6 and 1 7, drawn to compounds that regulate the activity of 
proteases that act on brain APP. 

Group VIII, claim(s) 27-29, drawn to methods for detecting proteases that act on brain

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The inventions listed as Groups I-VIII do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical feature for the following reasons: The technical feature linking Groups I-VIII appears 
to be that they all relate to proteases that act on brain APP. However, Eaton et al, 1991 teach the 
sequence of a carboxypeptidase which has 98% identity with SEQ ID NO: 2, having 4 
mismatches (see enclosed alignment of SEQ ID NO: 2 with EMBL Acc# AB01 1969). 
Therefore Groups I-VIII share no special technical feature as defined by PCT Rule 13.2, as it 
does not define a contribution over the prior art. Furthermore, the products of Groups I-III, V, 
and VII do not share a special common structural or functional feature while, the methods of 
Groups IV, VI, and VIII do not use the same reagents or produce the same results. In addition, 
the methods of Groups IV, VI, and VIII not do comprise all of the methods for making or using 
the products of Groups I-III, V, and VII. 

Accordingly, Groups I-VIII are not so linked by the same or a corresponding special 
technical feature as to form a single general inventive concept. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an
